Shanghai April 25— Fearing a pos- 
sible attack, the Chinese officials have 
decided to remove the Shanghai arse- 
nal to Wu Hu, an inland town about 
150 miles west of Shanghai. It is esti- 
mated that the entire cost of moving 
the arsenal will reach three million 
taels. 

New Chwang, April 25. — The Rus- 
sians are preparing to resist a Japan- 
ese advance by the further construc- 
tion of intrenchments and other forti- 
fications on the Manchurian side of 
the river, especially opposite the points 
where the Japanese have concentrated 
their forces within the last few days, 
and all reports of decisive engage- 
ments on the Yalu are premature. 

London, April 25. — The far eastern 
dispatches Monday morning are chief- 
ly concerned with reports and specu- 
lations concerning Japanese landings 
and the plan of campaign. Tne Tele- 
graph’s Tokio correspondent says the 
present delay is more apparent than 
real, both as regards field and naval 
operations. The Japanese, according 
to the correspondent, are acting pru- 
dently and will not be hurried. They 
realize that certain movements must 
precede the next coup by land and sea, 
and they are awaiting both favorable 
weather and occasion, and from Port 
Arthur to Vladivostok are on the alert.

Introduced — One Senator and Sev- 
en Representatives Died Dur- 
ing the Two Sessions. 



Czar's Troops Are Preparing to Resist 
a Japanese Advance By Fortify- 
ing on the Manchurian Side 
of the Yalu River.

Washington, April 25. — The impor- 
tant legislative accomplishments of 
the sessions of the 58th congress were 
confined to two subjects — Cuba and 
Panama. 

The senate ratified the treaty nego- 
tiated with Cuba to carry out tlio 
terms of the Plait amendment. It al- 
so satisfied the Chinese commercial 
treaty which provides for two open 
ports in Manchuria. 

Chairman Hemenway, of the house 
committee on appropriations, in a 
statement compiled under his direc- 
tion, gives the total of all supply bills 
(subject to light changes in pending 
bills) as $597,802,324, to which must 
be added $84,791,820 for interest on 
the public debt. The estimated reve- 
nues are $704,472,060. By these fig- 
ures the expenses are $22,000,000 less 
than the revenues. The estimates ol 
the various government departments 
The House Paid Tribute to the Mem- ! on which the appropriation bills were 
ory cf Deceased Congressmen. based exceeded the total estimated 

revenues by $42,845,862. 

While a total of over 1,400 bills be- 
came laws during the two sessions, 
less than 150 of them were “public” 
bills, and of this latter number, one- 
half simply authorized the bridging of 
rivers, the damming of streams, the 
regulation of federal courts, and the 
ordinance of the District of Columbia. 

It was made a crime to “crimp” sea- 
men of the United States, by soliciting 
them as ledgers or charging a fee for 
shipping’ them. 

The only general pension legislation 
which became a law makes the pen- 
sion of those who lost their sight in 
the military or naval service $100 per 
month. Agitation for a service pen- 
sion bill resulted in the introduction of 
many such bills. It was decided, how- 
ever, that no such action should he 
taken at the present session, after 
which the general order making age 
an evidence of physical disability to 
perform manual labor was issued by 
the secretary of the interior End recog- 
nized by congress in a deficiency ap- 
propriation of $1,500,000 to make it ef- 
fective. 

The house, by independent action, 
lirected an investigation of the alleg- 
ed “beef trust” by the department of 
commerce and labor. The attorney 
general was given the benefit of the 
unexpended appropriation made last 
congress for the prosecution of the 
trust, an amount aggregating $475,- 
D00. 

The extension of the east front of 
the capitol building w r as provided in 
the sundry civil appropriation bill and 
provisions were made for an office 
building for senators to correspond 
with the proposed office building for 
members of the house of representa- 
tives. These buildings are to cost in 
the neighborhood of $5,000,000 each. 

The creation of two additional states 
in the union was provided for in a bill 
which passed the house, but not the 
senate. Oklahoma and Indian terri- 
tory were united as Oklahoma. Ari- 
zona and New Mexico as Arizona. 
Legislation directly affecting the labor 
Interests of the country- received con- 
sideration in the committees of the 
two houses but final action was not 
taken. The eight-hour bill was refer- 
red to the department of commerce 
and labor for investigation and report, 
and the anti-injunction bill was post- 
i poned by the committees , until the 
next session. 

In the senate the confirmation of 
Sen. Leonard Wood as a major general 
was accomplished after much inquiry 
and objection. 

Senator Hanna and seven members 
of the house have died, namely. Rep- 
resentatives T. H. Togne (Ore.), Vin- 
cent Borering (Ky.), R. H. Foerderer 
(Pa.), Henry Burk (Pa.), W. W. Skiles 
(O.), G. W. Craft (S. C.) and C. W. 
Thompson (Ala.). T. H. Ball (Tex.) 
resigned. His place is filled by J. M. 
Pinckney. George B. McClellan (N. 
Y.) resigned and was succeeded by W. 
Bourke Cockran. Charles Dick (O.) 
resigned to succeed Senator Hanna in 
the senate. George Howell (Pa.) was 
unseated in favor of William Connell 
and J. F. Shafroth (Col.) resigned in 
favor of R. W. Bonynge, who contested 
his election. 

In the house there were 15,398 bills, 
349 resolutions, 152 joint resolutions 
and 61 concurrent resolutions intro, 
duced. Of these 2,253 passed the 
house. In the senate there were 5,64y 
bills introduced. 



St. Petersburg. April 23. — Viceroy 
Alexieffs announcement of the de- 
struction of a launch and the loss of 
21 men by the explosion of a Russian 
torpedo at Port Arthur has added to 
the gloom w r hich prevailed since the 
disaster to the Petropavlovsk. 

“W'e are paying the price of careless- 
ness,” said a member of the admiralty, 
“and previous disasters seem to teach 
nothing.” The war commission sup- 
pressed part of the viceroy’s dispatch 
which showed where the mines were 
being laid. It is believed that as 
launches were employed they were 
mining the entrance to the harbor in 
order to prevent the Japanese from 
forcing an entrance and attempting to 
destroy the remaining ships. 

It is evident from the closing of the 
entrance that Viceroy Alexieff has no 
intention of letting his ships to sea 
again even against an inferior force, 
though this may not be the policy of 
Vice Adm. Skrvdloff, who will deter- 
mine on a plan of opposition when he 
assumes command.

lowing telegram from Viceroy Alexieff 
has been received by the emperor; 

“Quite a series of reconnoissances 
carried out on the Yalu have shown 
that the Japanese are concentrating in 
considerable force. It is believed that 
they have about one division to the 
north of Wiju. They are also begin- 
ning to concentrate the operations in 
Wiju from which place they have mov- 
ed the Korean population. Information 
has reached me that quantities of ma- 
terial, apparently parts of pontoon 
bridges, are being collected opposite 
the island of Mabikhe. Our scouts 
have killed two Japanese scouts, one 
of whom appeared to be an officer. 

“On our right flank our scouts exe- 
cuted daring reconnoisances, extending 
over several days, on the left bank of 
the Yalu; as the result of which it has 
been ascertained that there are only 
a few troops south of the River Pom- 
akua, but that the Japanese there are 
occupied in preparing boats. A Rus- 
sian detachment of two officers and 32 
men proceeded thither in three boats. 
The detachment, however, was discov- 
ered by the enemy and shots were ex- 
changed, three of our riflemen being 
killed. Staff Capt. Smeizing and 11 
riflemen were severely, and Lieut. 
Pushkin and four men slightly wound- 
ed. The detachment returned to our 
bank of thg river under the cover of 
two of our guns.”

THREE MEN EXECUTED 



The Chicago Car Barn Bandits 
Fay the Penalty. 



Neidermeier Had to Be Carried to thB 

Gallows, While Marx and Van 
Dine’Showed No Emotion 
on the Scaffold. 

Chicago, April 23. — Atheist to the 
last, but completely unnerved, Peter 
Neidermeier, the leader of the car bam 
bandits, was hanged Friday from a 
chair, contrasting with his companions 
in crime, Gustav Marx and Harvey 
Van Dine, who, standing erect, kissed 
an image of Christ and died without a 
tremor. The three executions were 
separate, 20 minutes apart, the same 
scaffold being used for all. Only once 
before In the large number of execu- 
tions that have taken place at the jail 
in this city has it been necessary to 
carry a condemned man to the gallows 
as Neidermeier was Friday. The crime 
for which the three bandits paid the 
penalty was one of eight murders 
which the three men are known to 
have committed — that of Francis W. 
Stewart, a clerk in the car barns of 
the Chicago city railway. Neidermeier 
had boasted continually of his courage 
but as the last moments approached 
he collapsed. 

Dr. F. W. McNamara, the jail physi- 
cian, had visited Neidermeier previ- 
ously and said that Neidermeier’s phys- 
ical condition was satisfactory. The 
bandit leader himself told Chief Dep- 
uty. Peters, who appeared with the 
death warrant, that the last walk 
would be without aid. Deputy Peters 
then read the document, and Neider- 
meier started from his cell. He had 
gone only two steps when he sank, and 
it was found it would be necessary to 
lift him to the scaffold. Immediately 
Neidermeier’s feet were strapped to- 
gether. He was handcuffed, placed on 
a hospital truck and wheeled to the 
end of a tier of cells. Then three dep- 
uties carried him down a flight of 
stairs. Entirely contrary to general 
expectation Neidermeier made no ef- 
fort at resistance. Saying nothing and 
appearing almost Id a daze, he was 
seated upon a chair placed over the 
trap of the scaffold. 

No minister or priest accompanied 
Niedermeier, he having finally said, 
when offered a last opportunity before 
leaving his cell, he would die as ho 
had lived, an atheist. On the scaffold 
Jailer Whitman disregarded the cus- 
tom of asking whether the condemned 
man wished to say anything. The 
shroud and hood were quickly adjust- 
ed, the bandit instinctively moving his 
head that the rope might more easily 
be arranged, took a last glance at the 
spectators. He appeared as if in a 
stupor. A moment later, at 10:35 
o’clock, the trap fell, the chair being 
quickly removed from behind as tho 
body shot downward. The shroud be- 
came partly disarranged and fearful 
muscular struggles of the dying man 
continued for 15 minutes in view of 
the witnesses of the execution. 

The convulsive movements of Nie- 
dermeier’s body, while he was suspend- 
ed at the rope’s end led the physicians 
at first to believe that he had horri- 
bly strangled to death. After an offi- 
cial examination, however, it was said 
his neck had been broken. 

Shortly before the hanging Neider- 
meier’s mother had asked to be admit- 
ted to the jail, but her request was re- 
fused. 

The only requests that the other 
bandits,/ Marx and Van Dine, made 
were that they be allowed to bid an- 
other good-bye, which was granted. 
They counselled each other to be 
brave, and joined in hoping that they 
would “meet again.” The men had 
been bitter enemies until a few days 
before the execution, Van Dine being 
incensed at his companion for having 
made the confession which led to their 
capture. 

When the body of Neidermeier had 
stopped quivering and had been re- 
moved, Marx walked slowly to the 
scaffold with several priests, after 
having confessed, repented and receiv- 
ed the last sacraments, as did Van 
Dine, both men having been converted 
to the Roman Catholic faith following 
the death sentence. 

Marx, like Van Dine, was neatly at- 
tired in black and in the coat lapel of 
each was a white rose. Neidermeier, 
j unlike his comrades, wore a rose of 
1 dark red. Marx showed no emotion 
while on the scaffold, and in a steady 
voice repeated a litany after the 
priests.

His neck was broken. 

The execution of Harvey Van Dine 
was varied by a curious incident. 
While he stood on the drop praying 
and waiting for his arms to be pin- 
ioned and his legs secured, the noose 
fell fcom the cross piece of the gallon 3 
and dajigled before the eyes of the ban- 
dit about to die. Disregarding the 
noose 4 Jie bandit continued praying 
steadily to the end. Death in his case, 
as in that of Marx, was almost instan- 
taneous and not being due to strangu- 
lation, but to the fall. 

Autograph Letter to the Czar. 

I^ondon, April 23. — It is understood 
that Sir Charles Hardinge, the new 
British ambassador to Russia, who 
leaves Ixmdon for St. Petersburg soon, 
will be the bearer of an autograph let- 
ter from King Edward to Emperor 
Nicholas.

FLOODS AND STORM. 

Property Destroyed at Fort Scott By 

Water and at McPherson By Wind. 

Fort Scott, Kan., April 25. — Fort 
Scott is experiencing the most serious 
flood in its history. Marmaton river ; 
and Mill creek, which runs into the j 
former stream here, have risen ten , 
feet in the past 24 hours, the result of j 
heavy rains. Several hundreds of per- j 
sons have been rescued in boats. As ! 
far as known no lives have been lost. ! 
The estimated loss to live stock drown- ! 
ed and property damaged is 1100.000. | 

The two streams began to rise at 10 ! 
o’clock Saturday night and Sunday the ! 
city was divided into three sections 
and almost completely isolated. Sun- 
day night the entire northern part cf , 
the city was cut off and part of the 1 
city is inundated. Ten feet of water 
is rushing through the streets in that ; 
part of the city and several hundred j 
persons in what is known as Belltown 
have been forced to leave their homes. 

Kansas City, April 25. — Unusually ! 
heavy rain and wind storms, causing 
more or less damage, prevailed in . 
Western Missouri and Central Kansas j 
Sunday, with a blizzard In Western j 
Kansas. Small streams in Kansas are 
over their banks and many telephone • 
and telegraph poles have been blown 
down. One drowning is ’ reported. 
Many trains are late on account of 
washouts. 

McPherson, Kan.,- April 25. — A sc- I 
vere tornado struck McPherson Sun- 
day afternoon, demolishing six rest- j 
dences and causing more or less other 
damage to property. Three persons j 
were injured, one seriously. Much 1 
damage was done in the country north 
of here. 

The tornado passed four miles east 
of Salina, wrecking telephone and tele- 
graph poles and farm property. Ef- J 
forts were made to follow the course 
of the storm by telephone, but all the : 
wires are down. 

It is a miracle that great damage 
was not done at McPherson and many , 
persons killed, as the tornado barely 
missed the thickly settled residence i 
district.

Miss Bond 
was 24 years old and was companion 
to Mrs. William Carey, living in a 
fashionable apartment house. Miss 
Bond Saturday evening called her big 
pet into the yard of the apartment 
house and fired two bullets into its ! 
head. She had been told that she I 
could not keep the dog in the building j 
on account of a rule against animals j 
of any kind being permitted there, j 
After she had killed the animal she re- j 
pented her act and grieved through i 
the night. She said she had done- 
wrong in shooting the animal and in j 
remorse for the deed, planned her own ; 
death. 

HALF MILLION DOLLAR FIRE. 

The Victor Talking Machine Co., Cam- 
den, N. J., the Victim. 

Camden, N. J., April 25. — The inte- 
rior of the large four-story building of 
the Victor Talking Machine Co., of 
this city, was destroyed by fire Sun- 
day afternoon, causing a loss estimat- 
ed at nearly $500,000. The concern 
carried an insurance of $250,000. Up- 
wards of half a million phonographic 
disc records and 25,000 talking ma- 
chines in various stages of completion ; 
were destroyed. Thousands of origi- 
nal records which can not be replaced 
were also ruined. A fire boat and - four 
fire companies from Philadelphia as- 
sisted the Camden fire department „in 
preventing the flames from spreading. |

THE CANAL IS OURS. 

The Contract With the French Canal 
Company Signed. 

Paris, April 23. — The contract by 
which the ownership of the Panama 
canal passes to the senate has been 
signed, sealed, delivered and is com- 
plete. The title to the canal route is 
! now' vested in the government of the 
! United States. 

The document by which this trans- 
action is consummated bears the sig- 
natures of President Bo and Director 
Richman, of the Panama Canal Co., 
who signed for the company as its re- 
sponsible officials. The transfer is 
complete and without reservation and 
the United States secures a perfect 
title. This result has been accom- 
plished quietly and most unexpectedly, 
as the public had been given to under- 
stand that the contract would not be 
executed until after the meeting of the 
stockholders of the Panama Canal Co. 
Saturday, at which the question of rat- 
ification would be presented, 
i It is confidently believed that the 
; completion of the sale^ before the meet- 
ing will increase the vote for the rati-. 
| fication, as it will be recognized that 
nothing more remains but to acquiesce 
in the action taken by the highest offi- 
1 cers of the company. 

When W. A. Day and Charles F. 

I Russell, the United States assistant at- 
! torneys general, who are in Paris to 
j assist in the transfer of the property, 
were seen Friday night, they re- 
luctantly admitted that the transfer 
had been consummated, and in order 
to avoid misunderstandings regarding 
a transaction of this magnitude they 
furnished the following official state- 
ment in writing: 

“The papers transferring the rights 
and property by the new Panama Ca- 
nal Co. to the United States have al- 
; ready been executed and delivered. 
They will be ratified Saturday after- 
noon by the stockholders’ meeting. 

“The arrangement includes a gen- 
eral conveyance and provisions for 
deeds and resignation in the republic 
of Panama and in the canal zone now 
under the jurisdiction of the United 
States in which zone the civil law con- 
tinues in force by reason of the ses- 
sion of the zone from a civil law sov- 
! ereignty. All formalities of the local 
law on the isthmus have been arrang- 
ed for and secured to these United 
States. 

“The property will shortly be deliv- 
I ered on the isthmus and upon that be- 
ing done the purchase price will be im- 
mediately paid. The United Statev 
gets an unencumbered title.” 

THE NEW BELLEVUE HOSPITAL. 

It Will Be the Largest Structure of the 
Kind in the World. 

, New York, April 23. — The new plans 
for the new Bellevue hospital in this 
city were made public Friday. They 
provided for the largest hospital in the 
world, a magnificent structure, which 
will extend from 26th » to 29th street 
and from First avenue to East river. 
It will take ten years to finish the 
structure and will cost $12,000,000. 
Architecturally, it will rank among the 
great buildings of the country. It is 
to be constructed of brick and stone, 
w'ill be fireproof and w'ill accommodate 
2,500 patients. The largest hospital in 
the world now' is one at Hamburg, 
w'hich houses 1,700 patients. It is 
planned to have 125 doctors and 320 
nurses. At present there are 42 doc 
tors and 160 nurses at Bellevue. 

TURKISH CRUISER MEDJIDIA. 

The New Vessel, Built in This Country, 
Delivered to the Turks. 

j Constantinople, April 23.— The Turk- 
ish cruiser Medjidia, built at Cramps 
shipyards, Philadelphia, arrived at My- 
tilene Friday and was delivered t» the 
| Turkish officials. The sultan wiCi so 
pleased with the Turkish admiral’s re- 
port on the cruiser that he sent a com-, 
plimentary telegram to President 
Roosevelt and a personal message to ! 
United States Minister Leishman, 
commending the high qualities of the 
American shipbuilding industry. His 
majesty has invited the officers and 
i crew' who brought over the cruiser to 
visit Constantinople at his expense, i 

The president replied in a cablegram 
of thanks and expressive of his pleas- 
ure at the good showing of the new', 
Turkish cruiser. 

SUNDAY BALL GAMES. 

Th'f Will Be Permitted in Brooklyn 
League Park. 

New’ York, April 23. — In a statement 
issued Friday Police Commissioner 
McAdoo says that the playing of base- 
ball games on Sunday will not be per-, 
mitted at either of the league grounds 
in Manhattan, but that match games 
will be permitted in isolated neighbor- 
hoods. provided there be no violation 
of the law’ in regard to such games. 
In the commissioner’s opinion the 
Brooklyn league park is in an “isolat- 
ed place,” and therefore he will take 
no action against the league games 
now being played on Sunday in that 
borough.

— According to a 
statement by the department of con- 
cessions of the World’s fair, it wilL 
cost $20 for the total admissions to 
all the attractions on the pike. The
